The closest prior art (US-A-5 825 287) shows a brake lining 
wear indicator. The brake actuators are used to acquire 
particular data. 



The problem addressed by the present invention can be seen 
as that of how to detect wear more precisely, since in the 
prior art it is only possible to detect the total wear. 



The solution according to the invention involves acquiring 
data for both the inner lining and the outer lining. This 
produces a continuous differential wear reading for the 
brake.
